I. Claims 55-63, drawn to a method of pollinating transfomied plants 
comprising a transgene of interest and an ovule-specific promoter 
operably linked to a suicide gene such as a barnase gene, wherein 
progeny from the cross do not contain the transgene, classified in class 
435, subclass 199, for example. 

II. Claims 64-66, drawn to a method of pollinating transfomied plants 
comprising a transposable element linked to a transgene, classified in 
class 800, subclass 260, for example. 

III. Claims 67-78, drawn to a method for enriching dispersed transposition 
events in a population of plant cells comprising propagating through 
meiosis transgenic plant cells comprising a transposon, classified in class 
435, subclass 419, for example. 

IV. Claims 79-91 , drawn to a nucleic acid construct comprising a transposon 
and a suicide gene, and plant cells and plants comprising it, classified in 
class 800. subclass 291 , for example. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions I and ll-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs, modes of operation, and effects. 
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The inventions of Groups l-ll require methods of pollination, methods of 
determining transgene transmission in progeny plants, and hemizygosity, each not 
required by Groups lll-IV. The invention of Group I requires specific coding sequences 
such as barnase-encoding sequences, not required by the invention of Group II. The 
Invention of Group II involves transposon sequences not required by Group I. and 
encompasses antisense constructs which inhibit ovule-specific genes, each not required 
by Group I. 

The Inventions of Groups lll-IV require male-specific promoters and methods of 
measuring transposition events in cell populations, each not required by Groups l-ll. 

Inventions IV and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
can be used in a materially different method, such as a method for inhibiting pollination- 
mediated transgene transmission. 

Should Applicant elect either Group III or Group IV, the following Election of 
Species Requirement is applied: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: A) transgenes comprising male-specific promoters (claim 72), and B) 
transgenes comprising female-specific promoters (claim 73). The species are 
independent or distinct because the male-specific and female-specific promoters have 
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different functions and effects. They are expressed in different plant tissues which have 
different physiological functions. Furthermore, the male-specific sequence domains of 
Species A are divergent from the female-specific sequence domains of the Species B. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 67-71 and 74-91 are generic.
